With THE RELEASE of their sec- 
ond album, Blowout Comb, Digable 
Planets were in town last week for 
a promotional tour. As usual the 
DPs present us with a refreshing 
vibe unique and always funky. 
Blowout Comb reminds us that hip 
hop can and should go in various 
directions as it re-invents itself. 
Ladybug (Necca) of Digable Planets 
spoke with Mebrat B. Beyene about 
the album’s release, hip hop, and 
the worldwide black movement. 
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DaMy. I wanted to ask about 
the album cover, the booklet 
that came with the album and 
what you were trying to get 
across with that because it 
comes in the form of a journal... 
Ladybug: It's actually taken from 
the Black Panther Party newspa- 
per. It's really just about self love 
thatis needed in the community 
and if you've read this... a lot of 
the writers around the US are 
young, they're mostly high 
schoolers. 

How did you hook up with 
these contributes? 

These are actually fans who had 
written to the fan club and we 
had asked them to write for this. 
In the Black Panther paper they 
also had advertisements for dif- 
ferent shows, local panther 
groups, so we used that style just 
to give a little bit of information. 

There Is a lot of reference to 
the "comrades", now It makes 



sense since It's modeled after 
the Black Panthers but here, 
for example, It reads "the 
album Is a must for the masses 
and required reading for the 
movement's cadres". What Is 
the Digable planet movement? 
There is no Digable Planet move- 
ment as such. There's just a 
movement, period, for Black 
people worldwide. The need for 
raising the standard of living for 
Black people. We just came back 
from Brazil and the situation 
there is damn near apartheid. 

In addition, people just 
don't realize how many black 
people there are In Brazil. 
Yeah, actually...the Bahia is the 
second largest black population 
outside of Africa. But they have 
this myth in Brazil of racial har- 
mony, no discrimination, which 
is so untrue. My family is from 
Brazil, so I knew that before we 
had gone down there but I had 
met a lot of really special people, 
especially women. There is this 
group called Caledeas which is a 
black women's institute in Sao 




Paulo that 
is incred 
ible.Aswell, 
the rap 
movement 
there in Sao 
Paulo is very 
large. They have 
their own YO! 

MTV Raps, Brazil 
with their own 
hosts. 

But does It take 
the form of imitât 
Ing American hlphop? 

It does. Nowadays, it's 
changing because of YO!M T V 
Raps they get a lot more Ameri- 
can videos but if you look at their 
album covers it's very early and 
resemblesAmerican albumsfrom 
back in the 80's. Most of the 
groups, I found, are politically 
conscious like this group called 
Hacienas - which is 4 black men 
from Sao Paulo that just attack 
the government. There it's differ- 
ent because you get arrested a lot 
for doing shows. Sao Paulo is 
where a lot of the consciousness 
movements are beginning.

received by the hip hop 



crowd there? 

Well, we did a jazz festival, which 
was a cigarette free. It was ironic 
that is cost 60 brr. which is like 
S70 to go to the show so it was 
really exclusive to elites.But 
there's a lot of young people 
there and they knew of Digable 
Planets and of our first work so 
we had to do a lot of things from 
the old album, a few things from 
the new. We were received well. 
We did two shows with James 
Brown, and two shows with US3 
and Jazzmatazz. It was well re- 
ceived but unfortunately, our 



friends like the 
Hacienas, people who are 
straight up rap lovers couldn't 
afford to go to the show. 

Since we have been talking 
about a "worldwide move- 
ment" for black people and 
trying to raise awareness 
about the situation of blacks 
in North America, how do 
you see the role of hip hop in 
getting messages across? 

Hip hop is a culture, rap music is 
a music within that culture. I 
don't really see music as being a 
key element in fighting oppres- 
sion because it's been done. Gil 
Scott spoke about a lot of things, 
Elena Brown made a record. 
There's so many groups like Pub- 
lic Enemy that had "messages"

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Perpetuating denial of sexual violence 

Ask your male friends how many of them know a man who has been raped? Now ask one of your 
female friends the same question. Chances are she will have heard more than one story of sexual 
violence. Almost all of our women friends have histories of sexual assault. 

And yet the subject of sexual assault has almost become passé. We have our Walk-Safe service, 
what more do we need? But why can't women walk home at night, have sex, go on dates, and live 
our lives without fear? 

There is a disturbing philosophy permeating our whole society which emphasises bandages rather 
than cures. And when it comes to the subject of violence against women, our legal system is in an 
appalling state of denial. 

The reality of sexual violence has not gone away. Studies done at the University of Alabama show 
that young men are more turned on by women with a look of fear on their face than women 
experiencing pleasure. Another study found that a majority of men would rape if they knew they 
could get away with it. 

Yet even in the face of this prevailing attitude, the norms and rules of our society are still trying 
to pretend it doesn't exist. Reinforcing the fallacy that sexual violence can be excused are the views 
of self-proclaimed "feminist" Camille Paglia, who insists that date rape doesn't really exist. 

For some years now the legal system has also been sending a clear message to would-be assailants 
and victims. Two court cases have already ruled that if you are drunk, and you rape, you are not 
responsible. Yet if a woman is drunk while she is raped, the legal system considers her responsible 
for the sexual violence inflicted upon her. 

If you are drunk, you are still responsible for drunk driving. If you were drunk and were to stab 
somebody, chances are you would still be held accountable. Why is drunkenness only a defence for 
assailants when violence against women is involved? 

As if that weren't disgusting enough, now jealousy has become another prime strategy for 
avoiding a murder charge. In the US, Kenneth Peacock killed his wife after finding her in in bed with 
another man. judge Robert K. Hill sentenced him to only 18 months in jail. He stated, "I seriously 
wonder how many married men - married five, four years — would have the strength to walk away 
without inflicting some corporal punishment." 

The legal system is perpetuating this trend of increased sexual violence. Rulings are now 
articulating a more sophisticated defense system for men who commit these crimes. And in the midst 
of this assault on women, legal systems in North America are setting precedents which serve to 
reinforce, not correct, this problem. We will probably never know how many women, who live in fear 
of their drunken partner's violence, will now never come forward for help.

Before the war Jewish leaders ex- 
pressed that they wanted to live in 
peace with their Arab neighbours.

Even if it's not good, and not 
a lot of people are going to see it, 
the idea is to make sure that the 
film gets out so that the ideas you 
had somehow get accessed.

Those 
hundreds of channels are going to 
want material, and that material 
will come more and more from 
less expensive sources.

Itseemsfittingthat, in thisyearof 
World War II anniversaries, Play- 
ers' Theater would put on a mu- 
sical about pre-war Nazi Ger- 
many. It was a time of deca- 
dence, night-life that never 
ended, cabarets of dancing girls, 
and love. There was turmoil, radi- 
calism, and prejudice. 

The story is set around The Kit 
Kat Klub, a sleazy Berlin night 
club full of booze and prostitu- 
tion. Clifford Bradshaw (Philip 
Pace) finds himself in love with a 
British expatriate nightclub 
dancer, Sally Bowles (Katherine 
Rother). What follows are tangles 
of love, sex, glitz, and 
Nazi politics. 

One walks into the 
theatre to find a night- 
club, complete with 
waiters, skimpily clad 
waitresses, and an en- 
ergetic young patron. 

The waiters and wait- 
resses will serve you 
beer and try to take 
you home with them. 

While the interac- 
tive-theatre idea was 
novel, meaning to put 
the audience into a fes- 
tive mood, the atmos- 
phere was unfortu- 
nately lacking. There 
was no loud, jazzy 
music playing and al- 
though the waiters, 
waitresses, and the 
beautiful patron tried 
to hype up the audi- 
ence, itdidnotseem to 
work. 

According to direc- 
tor Robert Cohen, 

Cabaret is a very difficult script to 
work with. This was evident in 
the first act. The scenes were 
choppy and lacked cohesion. The 
Kit Kat did not seem to be a 
grand place of gayety. It lacked 
the glitz and pomp one would 
expect from a cabaret. The Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies (Luke Hutton) 
was meant to provide comic re- 
lief. Unfortunately, Hutton's hu- 
mour was forced, and unbeliev- 
able. He was not the centre of 
entertainment he was meant to 
be. 

Without much humour the first 
act seemed to drag on. The po- 
litical aspect of the musical was 
not well developed. Nazi patriot- 



ism was clumsily and hurriedly 
introduced. There was no appar- 
ent evolution of the horrible poli- 
tics which were about to rule 
Germany. 

One positive aspect through- 
out the show was the realistic, 
entertaining, but ill-fated love 
affair that developed between 
Herr Schultz and Fraulein 
Schneider. Jessi Baden played 
Fraulein Schneider, and David 
Mills was very good in the role of 
Herr Schultz, a quirky and 
humourous aging Jewish shop- 
keeper. The pair's acting was 
strong and added dimension to 
the show. They were funny when 
the occasion arose and soulfully 
serious at the end 



The second act, a vast im- 
provement over the first one, was 
more cohesive and flowing. Po- 
litical turmoil increased and the 
actors seemed to come alive. The 
Cabaret was full of energetic 
dancing and singing, fully com- 
plemented by the lively cabaret 
band. 

What would a cabaret be with- 
out a live jazz orchestra? The Kit 
Kat Klub had a great one. Con- 
sisting of third and fourth year 
McGill Music students, the band 
played music with the enthusi- 
asm and the glitz one would ex- 
pect from a swing nightclub. It 
was very entertaining.

I don'i 
make films that are Genie aware 
nomination type of films. I don't 
make films about lost Dads, and 
don't make films about Catholic 
priests. I want to make entertain- 
ment. I want people to sit anc 
smile through my movies. 

But is the audience to be 
challenged? 

Well, challenged... maybe more 
worried about what they see. 
mean, [they should ask] what i; 
he saying, where is he going with 
it? This is what I want to produce 
But I am not an artist. 

In an interview with Geoff 
Pevere [Globe and Mail: 
April 16,1994] you said, 
and I quote: *1 want to 
make films that at the 
same time entertain but 
also have a raison d’etre, 
have a meaning.* 

Well, I haven't really determinec 



who I am yet. I know my limits, I 
know what I love, who I love. I 
know where I come from, and 
mainly I can easily watch the 
world, and that is the thing about 
making films, being able to ob- 
serve. I'm a punkfilm-maker. You 
see, I'm not making formula films. 
[My] narratives are confused and 
people, in watching my films, 
don't really have a parallel to 
construct. Brecht brought in the 
notion of the fourth wall, and the 
audience as the fourth wall. But 
in my films the fourth wall is me. 
If you can understand the other 
three walls and fit me in... you 
will like my films. And as time 
goes by, as I make more films, 
you will get to know me, and you 
will recognise the fourth wall. 
What is the ultimate rela- 
tion between your art and 
the film industry? Do you 
want to be forever making 
these small films? 

No, I definitely want to get much 
larger. 

Do you think your sort of 
work can change the indus- 
try? 

No, there will be no change, just a 
gradual fragmentation of the me- 
dium. I think we will have very few 
good films, more video, and an 
emergence of an interactive me- 
dium. 



hop but then ask myself how I 
could support It when a disturb- 
ing number of men and women 
seem to Insult me as a woman. 

I know what you mean. See, the 
thing is that.. .the women that 
you see on television and the 
men thatyou see exploiting them 
are people that aren't aware of 
their oppression and they aren't 
aware of the injustices and the 
problems they are causing for 
people. Butitdoesn'tbegin there, 
you see. I've met women who 
are in videos, that want to be 
[professional] dancers but don't 
realize that showing your breasts 
and stuff isn't going to get you 
anywhere. So I think women just 
have to create images that coun- 
ter that. We have to keep doing 
that in the things that we say, the 
way that we dress. We have to 
realize that we've been taught 
that we're not subjects, we're 
objects so we give in to that. 

Is the situation of Images about 
women a dally concern for you 
and how do you try to counter 
those negative Images? 

I counter it by my everyday ac- 
tions and thoughts, especially 
when I speak to women and 
young girls who really look up to 
Ladybug. 

Have you spoken to a lot of 
girls who respect you as an 
alternative Image to the 
popular Image of women? 

I don't think they knew that at 
first. It's kind of like my friend's 
mother who says, "...come on 
down, these kids want to meet 
you..." and so on. I just start 
talking about rap music and hip 
hop and you have kids, boys that 
can recite a Snoop Doggy Dog 
song and not even understand 
what it is they are saying. There 
are kids who are five years old 
that know his lines and know 
what a "gat" is. Right now I am 
not ready to speak. I would like to 
speak maybe on a lecture tour 
but I'm not ready. I'm twenty- 
one and I've got mad informa- 
tion that I'm taking in; bell [hooks] 
and too many others. 

Let's talk about the political 
aspects of the album. The 
album has deifications to 
Ceronlmo Pratt, for example 
and other political prisoners of 
conscience In America. How did 
you reach the level of wanting 
to dedicate the album to them? 

first heard of Geronimo Pratt 
through people in Brooklyn. 
Brooklyn has a lot of organiza- 
tions and groups like New Afri- 
can People's Organization and 
there are posters and always a lot 
of rallies, especially in L.A. I 
bought a lot of old Black Panther 
newspapers from a store in this 
area and looked through those 
and learned about different peo- 



ple. It's incredible. For example, 
instead of saying that there are 
political prisoners they would say 
they were kidnapped by fascists 
pigs and so on. It was really shock- 
ing to know he's been in jail for 
twenty-four years and there are 
many other people who are still 
wrongfully imprisoned who 
didn't have great lawyers to beat 
trumped up charges. It was also 
interesting to compare it with 
what we had heard when we 
were young. The media, of 
course, creates all this bullshit 
about the Black Panther Party 
that they murder people in the 
community and steal from the 
community and as you get older 
the contradictions and tryths 
become clear. 

How were you hoping to . 
raise awareness about these 
Issues? You do have the 
album cover which people can 
read through but are you also 
talking with people? 

When we can we attend different 
meetings. The group, NAPAL is an 
organization that I'm trying to find 
out about by asking people around 
town. There's also a sisterhood 
group that I'm trying to become a 
part of but with touring and 
recording.. .wearegettinginvolved 
a lot more outside the music be- 
cause as I said, music can't really 
cause any real change. 

Except maybe to get that 
Initial Idea In people's heads. 
Yeah, the jewels in people's ears. 
Few people will actually read 
through all this and maybe their 
parentswillbeabletosay, "yeah, 

I know about this". Of course, it's 
then up to them to explore more 
than what we've presented. A lot 
of people are afraid of the truth, 
COINTELPRO, for example, is an 
illegal group founded by Ronald 
Reagan when he was governor 
of California that implanted so 
much fear within the Panther 
Party. You didn't know who 
would be arrested next. 

I would like to ask about the 
musical direction of this 
album? What do you see as the 
major difference between your 
first album and Blowout Comb? 
The only major difference was 
that there is a lot more live instru- 
mentation, live songs with no 
samples. But again, it's just an 
extension of the first album. The 
first single, "9th Wonder" is com- 
pletely live. We chose to take a 
more funk influenced sound but 
not only that— we tried to create 
an atmosphere that would take 
you to a new area. 

The album made me realize that a 
lot of hip hop Is the same sounds 
the same samples. It was a nice 
change, you pulled It off well. 

Yeah. Thanks man.
